BYU  TV  Studio  Gets  Bid 
To  Aid  in  Blind  Series 


The  BYU  television  department 
has  been  invited  to  participate 
in  the  production  of  an  original 
show  dealing  with  blindness,  ac- 
cording to  Gregor  Ziemer,  direc- 
tor of  public  education  for  the 
American  Foundation  for  the 
Blind. 

“Forty  colleges  have  television 
departments,”  Mr.  Ziemer  advis- 
ed, “and  we  are  hopeful  of  their 
unanimous  response.”  He  added, 
“There  are  unlimited  resources 
from  which  the  colleges  can  draw 
material  for  their  shows — local 
agencies,  state  or  federal  bureaus 
for  the  blind  or  from  the  foun- 
dation.” 

Four  categories  are  open  to 
competition;  fifteen  minute  dra- 
mas or  documentaries  and  half 
hour  dramas  or  documentaries. 
According  to  Mr.  Ziemer,  the  pro- 
ductions must  deal  with  some  as- 


pect of  blindness.  Judging  will  he 
based  on  originality,  content,  pre- 
sentation and  understanding  of 
the  problems  created  by  loss  of 
vision.
